Learning that Lewis 


had gone, to his room on the third 
lloor they went there and rapped on 
tho door. 


"Who is there'.'" Lewis called out. 
"We have a message for you," Far- 


ley answered. 
"Let us In." 


"All right," was tho reply. 
A moment later the detective.-- heard 


a door bang inside the room. 
Think- 


ing Lewis was attempting to escape 
through a window, they rushed to an 
adjoining room. 
As they tried the 


door the rille shot rang out. 


They tried to insert a key in the 


door, but found that tho keyhole, had 
been plugged. They then broke open 
the door to the bathrooni. 


Lewis v,as found half reclining in 


the bath tub with his 
foot 
braced 


against the head. 
The trigger of the 


rifle was still clasped in his hand and 
the end of the barrel rested against 
his temple. 
It was evident the man 


was dead, and county physician Sou- 
der -was summoned. Dr. Souder ex- 
pressed the opinion that death was in- 
stantaneous. 
Lewis had removed his 


coat and was attired in a blue .striped 
shirt, black trousers and black shoes. 
Ills ringers showed several scratches 
as though he had been in a. struggle 
with someone. 
On the bureau were 


several copies of today's Philadelphia, 
Atlantic City and Xew York newspa- 
pers. 


One contained the flaring headline 


across the front page. "Girl May Solve 
Model Mystery." 
Underneath this was 


a large column cut of Maizie Colbert. 


Lewis was positively identified by 


the owners of the hotel. 
He was ap- 


parently about US years old and was 
dark complcxioned and rather prepos- 
sessing In appearance. 
He had little 


luggage and only $G and some change 
in money. 


According" to the people at the hotel, 


he arrived there at 10 o'clock Wednes- 
day night. 
He appeared rather mo- 


rose and uncommunicative. 
lie had 


been absent from the house much of 
the time. 


Lewis left no written message 
or

Be»v»r» Arc More Exptrt Than tht 


B**t Lumbirjaoki. 


The moot expert lumberjack Is in- 


ferior to the heaver as a tree feller. 
He cuts down trees In tho most scien- 
tific way. He can fell a tree BO It will j 
fall toward the pond where he wishes 
to construct his home, thus saving 
himself unnecessary work. 


After the trees are felled tb« con- 


struction work 
begins. 
He works 


chiefly by night, for he la a noctnrnal 
prowler. The moon Is hla lantern, the 
quiet of the night hla Inspiration, hla 
sharp teeth are his hatchet and chisel, 
and hla little paws are hla mean* of 
conveyance, his spade, his hammer 
and his trowel. Tils hard, flat hairless 
and scaly tall la a propeller when 
swimming and a balance when, h* Is 
cutting timber, for ho stands on hla 
him! legs while gnawing down trees. 


Tho beaver is a strict vegetarian, 


and his diet consists chiefly of barks, 
tender shoots and water plants. 


To flood low grounds tho beavers 


sometimes have to build a dam ex- 
ceeding flfty feet In length. 
They 


usually lay It out with tho curve fac- 
ing upstream. Tho foundation Is built 
of poles four or five feet long by an 
inch or two thick. 
Theso they lay 


crosswise, filling all crevices with mud. 


The beaver digs up mud with his 


fore feet, then holds It cloise' to hla 
breast with his foro less, «wlms to 
where he hns started his dnm, and 
having deposited It In Its proper place 
beats the mud down with his paws— 
not with his tall, as has been believed.

was not paid rind a notice of protest 
was sent to Scuddor v.'lth a statement 
that suit would be brought on it. 
He 


then offered to sell the stock to F. IX

His 
llule farm furnished hlffl with a com* 
fortablo living, but nothing more. Llka 
all farms lu that part or China, thora 
was no fence to separate Ills HoUa 
from those of Tils neighbors. One of 
these neighbors was a rascal, who, 
knowing Mr. Tu to be of inlkl dlsposU 
tlon, resolved to Impose upou him by 
plowlsip; a few furrows of Mr. Tu'* 
land ii ".d thus lucorporatlnp It with hi* 
own. This act did not pa»s unobserved, 
but Mr. Tu was cautious ns we'.l i\a 
mi'.a. ITo knew that litigation rama 
lifoh and wna uncertain. "Rotter." ha 
K.ikl to himself, "to endure, the \vvonsj 
tluiTi to suffer loss of both land nu4 
money." 


The nrxt year the L. Ishbor repeated 


the experiment and plovred up a few 
more furrows. Again Mr. Tu consult- 
ed with, himself and determined, as 
previously, that law was too expensive 
a liixm.v for him. 


The neighbor, encouraged by this 


complaisance, continued to add to hi* 
own acres at the other's expense. At 
length he became so bold ns to incor- 
porato in this way the family ceme- 
tery, where wero burled Mr. Tu's an- 
cestors. 


Then Mr. Tu saw the chance for 


which he hn:l been waithJR. By plow- 
Ins «P this cemetery the neighbor had 
committed sacrilege. The only diffi- 
culty was that the punishment was so 
severe that It might not be possible. 
unless he was careful, to get his neigh- 
bor punished at all. For the law was 
that If the magistrate should take no- 
tice of the suit he would have to send. 
up a report to his superiors at the cap- 
ital of the province and request that 
proper punishment be inflicted upon, 
himself, seeing that so heinous acrima 
had been committed in the district for 
which ho "was responsible. 


Accordingly Mr. Tu brought the mat- 


ter before the magistrate In a way 
that dU not involve that official. He 
brought accusation against his father, 
who was dead, for having moved Iil3 
grave off his sDn's land to that of tho 
encroaching neighbor Instead of abid- 
ing in the cemetery where he properly; 
belonged! 


The Chinese love hnmor and greatly 


admire shrewdness. \Yhen, therefore, 
the magistrate read this amazing doc- 
ument he smiled with genuine appre- 
ciation of Mr. Tu's cleverness, called 
up the offending neighbor, made him 
restore all the Innd he had appropri- 
ated and punished, hbn with due sever- 
ity for Ills robbery.— Youth's Compan- 
ion.

DISMISSAL OF SLIN3SBY 


CLAIM EHDS FAMOUS SUIT 


House of Lords Disposes of in- 


heritance Case Which Engaged 
Courts Here and In England. 


Whrn the British house of lords ro- 


cetitly dismissed the appeal of Mr. and 
Mra. E. II. K. Slingsby of San Frnn- 
cl<?co, who sought the estate of the 
Rev. Charles Sllnjrsby Atkinson for 
Teddy, their supposed son, it disposed 
of one of tho most Interesting Inter- 
national inheritance coses in recent 
years. 


The Sllnjjsby cn.ce has been one of 


tlia most roinnrlciililc tbat ling ever 
come up In England under the legiti- 
macy act of IS'iS. Since 1913 it has In- 
terested the courts of Ban Francisco 
and England. 
Relatives objected on 


religious grounds to the marriage of 
lieutenant Charles Raj-mond SHngsby 
of the royal navy, retired, to Miss Dor- 
othy Cutler Jlorgan of San Francisco 
several years ago. 
A child, named 


Teddy, was born in 1910. Lieutenant 
Sllng.sby's relatives asserted the boy 
was adopted and lhat the child born to 
Mrs. Slingsby died immediately after 
birth. 


A large part of the estate ot the HOT. 


Chnries Slincrsby Atkinson of York- 
shire was loft to his eon, TJeutenant 
Sllngsby, nnd tlio Income of a trust 
fund of f'lO.OOO was provided for Lieu- 
tenant Sllngsby's heir. 
It was con- 


tmuled In a San Francisco court that 
Mrs. Slingsb.v'sj boy was dead and that 
T.Ioiitunaut Slingsby had adopted tho 
child born to Lillian Anderson, a high 
school girl of California. A doctor was 
accused of aiding the deception. The 
court decided the child tvns tho legiti- 
mate sou of Lieutenant nnd Mrs. 
Sllngsby. 


The legitimacy claim iras contested 


by two brothers of the lieutenant, nnd 
t'.'.c '.HSR was tr.UiMi to the probate court 
nf London. There again Lieutenant 
Sllngsby won, the Judgo holding that 
there was a remarkable resomblnnre 
between 
tho 
boy 
and 
Lieutenant 


Silngsby. Tho en: e wr,:) appealed by 
the other sldr>. Among their counsel 
was Sir Kdwnrd Carson, now first lord 
of the admiralty. Lieutenant Slingsby 
was represented hy an array of attor* 
nej-s that included members of tho San 
Francisco bar. 


The court of appeal in London last 


March allowed the appeal of Lieuten- 
ant Slingsby's brothers. Tho hearing 
on their appeal lasted seventeen days. 
The three Judges had tho case under 
consideration five weeks. The master 
of the rolls pointed out that it was im- 
possible to overrate the importance of 
the advertisement said to hnvo been In- 
serted by Mrs. Slingsby within a few 
days of the birth of Teddy. This ad- 
vertisement caliod for n newly born 
rnalo 
infant, which the 
advertiser 


wished to adopt. 


On this decision the attorneys for tha 


boy decided they would appeal to tho 
house ot lords.
